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ſmall Book, call d the Doctrine of the Apoſtles or rhe 
Conſtitutions of them; and that as it is very doubt- 
ful, whether even the- latter was a genuine Piece, fo it 
is moſt certain, that the former with its pompous Pre- 
face, upm which Mr. Whiſton lays ſo great a Streſs, 
is a counterfeited and groſly falſified Writing, and by 
no means to be call d by, or publiſb d under the Title 
a Sacred Book of the New Teſtament. However, 
T might baus come of at an eaſier and cheaper 
Rate, by publiſting anly a ſingle Sheet, ſetting forth 
three or wy Theſes concerning the eight Books, of the 
Clementine Conſtitutions, with 4 ſbort and general 
Mention of the Arguments for my Opinion; but without 
a large Deduction or particularProof of them. For altho* 
. this would not have fully ſatisfied the Reader, pe: 
cially ſuch as might not be much converſant in Eccleſi- 
| aftical Hiſtory, that my Aſſertions are; right; yet it 
would ſufficiently bave ſhewn, that they widely differ d 
from thoſe of Mr. Whiſton's, And one 2 Sheet migbt 
have been written by me in one or twoWeeks, whereas 
I have ſpent partly. upon the Preparation for, partly 
upon the writing and printing of this Eſſay, ten or 
twelve Weeks ; the Peruſal of the two Arabick Manu- 
ſeripts of the Didaſcalia, as alſo of divers others rela- 
ting to it, having taken up a great deal of Time. 
& 2. Why bave I then done this? and wby have I 
nut rather proceeded to the Edition of the two remain- 
ing Parts of the Septuagint? Tbis indeed I would have 
done withall my Heart; and I had not only this laſt 
Quarter of a Tear, which I bave been at Oxford, bur 
ſome Months before begun to print the Remainder of 
the Septuagint according to the Alexandrian Manu- 
ſeript, baving finiſh'd tbe copying out the ſame, and 
hs collating of my Copy with the ſaid Manuſcript in 
the Summer of 1710. and having afterwards from 
_ Auguſt 21 November printed my Treatiſe, De Vitiis 
Sept. Interpretum, &c. which I had promiſed to the 
Publick, * But if I ſhould plainly rell, why I have not 


done

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done ſo, and make diſtinctlyj known the ſeveral concur- 
ring Cauſes of this unhappy Delay in the Edition of the 
Septuagint, it would indeed anſwer the Refletions, © 
tobich have already been made upon me for it by ſome 
unthinking People, and perhaps prevent thoſe which 
will be made, when they ſee this Eſſay coming forth, > 
but becauſe this would on the contrary reflef upon others, | 
altbo' not named, I will be content to bave declaredin 
general, that the ſecond Reaſon of publiſhing now this 
Eſlay againſt My. Whiſton concerning the Doctrine of 
the Apoſtles, and medling with this Controverſie, ts 
becauſe I am at a ſtop in my other Work, and baue not 
been able as yet, firſt to perfect the Copy of the Hiſto- 
rical and Prophetical Books of the Old Teſtament, 
eſpecially of the former, by buying the Collations, or 
getting the Uſe of ſome Manuſcripts beyond Sea, with 
the moſt valuable Marks of the Origenian Aſteriſes and 
Obeliſks, and then to give them to the Preſs, and at 
laſt to the Publick, without ſuch incredibly great Trou- 
Ble, Charge, and Inconveniences, as I have undergone 
in the Edition of the two Parts, publiſh d already; 
which I care not to think, much leſs to ſpeak of. One 
thing more I muſt add, before I go further; namely, 
that if any man ſhould doubt of my having copied out 
rbe Old Teſtament from, and exatly collated my Co- 
py with the Alexandrian Manuſcript, I cannot only 
produce for a Witneſs a very boneſt London-Clergyman, 
who has read over to me for a competent Satisfation . 
my Copy, whilſt I narrowly inſpected the Alexandrian 
Momijeriph it ſelf; but I have alſo to ſhew two written 
Teftimonies in-this Matter, which I 100k on purpoſe 
laſt Tear , one of an eminent Proſeſſyr of Divinity, ex- 
cellently ſtill d in the Greek Language *, and another 
of a Gentleman + famous for bis accurately reading, 
and carefully peruſing, borh Greek and Latin Manu- 
ſcripts, and who has likewiſe given bis publick Teſli- 
mony to the two Printed Parts of the Septuagint.

But I was ſtartled 
Again, when I obſerv'd, that the fourth Book of the 
Conſtitutions b pre; the ſecond, without 
4 Wordof thez#hird, as alſo that ſome Chapters of the 
Fourth Book were left out in their proper Place. How- 
ever thinking that thoſe Chapters with the whole third 
Book might perhaps be tranſpoſed, and follow after- 
wards, I reſolv'd to run even through the whole, to ſee - 
4 I did not gueſs vigbt, and to get a compleat Know- 
Age of the Arabick Didaſcalia * the Beginning to 
the End.

gainſt, and to exalt bimſelf above, the Judgment of 
all the modern, and moſt of the ancient Churches, and 
numerous general Councils, which bave been aſſem- 
led out of ſeveral Parts of the World, and bave 
without any Force or Compulſion agreed in one Mind, 
and to do this with the greateſt Air of Aſſurance, and 
Heat of Zeal, breaking out into foul Language and vi- 
rulent Words, as Mr. Whiſton bas done hitherto, is ſo 
beinous 4 Crime, and ſo progoking not only to Man, but 
alſo to God himſelf, that I dread the Conſequences of 
it.

7. But I having no ſuch Opinion of the afore- 
faid Doctrine and Conſtitutions of the Apoſtles, _ 
do not think it worth the while, to trou- 
ble my ſelf further about the Omiſſions and 
Franſpofitions in them.

, Purpoſe, to have prov'd by an ocular 
monſtration, that the Arabick Doctrine is 
not an Extract from, or Abridgment of the 
fix former Books of the Clementine Conſtitutions, 
but the eritire 6 Books themſelves; (altho' fome- 
what tranſpoſed) except this great Omiſſion in 
the ſixth, juſt now ſpoke of, and one or two very

_ Promiſe, if He were not over fond of, and over- 
haſty in making new Diſcoveries; which I am 
forry for, and with he may be ſo too, 
F. 12. Before I go. upon the ſecond Head of 
this Eſſay, I muſt partly prevent, partly an- 
ſwer the Expectation of my Reader, about the 
Reſolution of a Point, which He will be apt to 
be inquiſitive about. For after He has been 
ſatisfied, that the Arabick Doctrine, except the 
laſt five Leaves, is nothing elſe but the firſt ſix 
Books of the Clementine Conſtitutions; He will 
perhaps expect, that I ſhew further, what theſe 
fix, yea all the eight Books of the ſaid Conſtitu- 
tions properly are, and defire a full Anſwer to 
this Queſtion, or a particular Demonſtration of 
the Original and Nature of them; namely by 
whom, whence, when, and how they were made 
or compoſed, But this I muſt reſerve for a di- 
ſtinct Treatiſe, as for other Reaſons, ſo for this 
eſpecially, becauſe I have not yet got from 
beyond Sea, what I hope, will ſerve much for 
this Purpoſe. However, not to diſmiſs the 
Reader, without giving Him any Anſwer or * 
Satisfaction at all, I will in ſome Meaſure do 
it out of my Spicilegium Patrum Seculi I. and 
at the ſame Time take this Opportunity of clear- 
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| ing my ſelf from a falſe Imputation. Name-

and applauded the Opinion of the very learned 
and judicious Biſhop Pearſon, who in his ex-

4. has aſſerted, Tar the eight Books of 
the Clementine Conſtitutions, have been after E 
piphanins's Time compiled and patch d together out 
of rhe Didaſcaliæ or 1 which went under 
the Names of the Hol Apoſtles and their Diſci- 
ples or Succeſſors, 74 arnabas, Sr. Clement, 
St. Ignatius, 4 others.” Moreover, pag. 285. I 
live declar'd my ſelf yet more confirm d in this 
Opinion of that great Man by the Peruſal of 
the Doctrine of the Apoſtles, as it was publiſh'd 
by Hippolytus, which we have in Manuſcript 
among the Baroccian Books in the Bodlejan Li- 
brary. For as this is the neweſt of all the A. 
poffolical Sai or DoArines, ſo the laſt Book of 
the Clementine Conſtitutiont is made out of it; 
the Compiler however having added many 
Things, and alter'd ſeveral Places, inſomuch 
that in one He has directly contradicted Hippo- 
tus. For whereas this was recorded as an A- 
poſtolical Tradition, that the Biſhop is to or- 
dain a Reader by barely. giving into his Hands 
the Book, and not by the Impoſition of his 
own Hands; the falſe Clement introduces St. 
Matthew, as bidding the Reader to be ordain'd 
by the laying on of Hands; and moreover makes 
a Prayer for him, which the Biſhop is to ſay, 
Whilft he holds the Hand over the Reader's 


Head. And as I have ſhew'd in the aforeſaid 
Place of the 'Spicilegium by this Example, how

The Truth of the Matter is, the Author of 
this interpolated Arabick Didaſcalia, or rather 
of its Preface, was leſs cautious, than the o- 
ther, who wrote the more ancient DoFrine of the 
Apoſiles. For this Writer was contented to ad- 
ſcribe His Work only to ſome Apoſtles, as we 
have learned above p. 17, from Origen's Words: 
knowing, or ſuppoſing at leaſt, that ſome of 
the Apoſtles were dead: and ſo He ſaved His 
Gedit ! in this Point, if He was an Iinpoſtor, 
which yet I cannot poſitively affirm. But that 
other notorious Cheat, to give the greater Cre- 
dit to His Book, would not loſe or leave out
